,  Mr, EATON pald thirty conts for a whole
plteber of lemouads betore golng to bed on
the avening of his arrival at Blireveport,
He paid seventy conts for breakfast, elghty-
five for dinner, one dollnr for supper, includ-
ing the "gin and ale,” and twenty ceuts
Inter in the evening for somo more lemonade.
According to this seale of prices, In all prob-
ability the chaege for a plalu suppor with-
out the " gin and ale ™ would have been fifiy
conts, perhaps slxty, possibly seventy., That
leaves from thirty to fifty centa to be ae-
counted for. Could the great reformer have
imbibed, avon wftor o most exbousting doy
in the exnmination room, the wolume of
giugar alo that {8 represented by an expendi-
ture of from thirty to Mfty conts 7 We fear
not. Wo are afrald that the supposition Is
too vivlent

Oue thing, however, i8 cortain, Whether It
was glnger alo or gin and ale that the civil
service reformer drank at 8lireveport, an at-
tempt to c¢ollect the cost of the buverage
from the United Btates Treasury as purt of
the necessury expeuscs of clvil serviee re-
form Is a petty fraud.

The Balkan Complication.

Tha subsidenceof the agitation caused by
the risiog in Roumelin sooms still remots,
notwithstanding the light gradunlly Jot In
on the intentions of the powers Interested |n
the Eastern question. An aequiescence In
the accomplished extension of Dulgaris
turns vul to o a mueh leas easy solution of
the troubles than 1t looked before a defint-
tlon of its conditiona wns nttompted, Mors-
over, If Prines ALEXANDER'S title to enlarged
dominion conld Lo reengnized on terms ne-
ceptablo at once to Russin and to Turkey,
there would still romnin the knotty problem
of meeting the elaims of Servia to equivalent
nggrandizemoent, elnimes backed, it Is bolleved,
by Austrin primarily und In the last resort
by Goermany.

The facls, 6o far as koown, aro theso: Os-
tensibly the Porte still holds by its note, us
yot unanswored, in which It announoed to
the powers tho oecaslon for the exerelse of
the vlght of coerelon bestowed upon It by tho
Rerlin trealy, and ita wish to restore the
dtiafus quo in Roumolin, Its irresolution
proves that it would assont to somo absta-
mont of Its trealy rights, but the loast |t
could aceopt without axposing the Sultan to
an Imminent risk of deposition would bo a
covenant that the new rulor of Roumells
would assume all the obligations incumbent
on the old; that he would, In other words,
continue io pay the tribute imposed upon the
provinee, sl pormit the Balkan passos Lo bo
ocenpled at any time by Turkish soldlers.
But for his reluctanes to irroparably allennte
the Czar, Prince ALEXANLER lo all Hkolibood
would profess s willlogness Lo agree to these
conditlons,

In practice, nevertheloss, he would find it
Impuosalblo to carry out tho Bret part of the
bargale, nud Russla could hurdly brook even
his nomioal assent to the second, For
either the tribute callul for by the treaty
would have to be levivd ns before on Bastorn
Roumwlin, in which ensv the Roumoeliuns
would fuil to see bew the rebelllon hod bet-
torsd tholr sllustion, or the buarden would
have ta bo distributed over the whole of the
expaded plivelpality, In which event the
patives of northern Buigaria, who are any-
thing but sentimental, would consider that
they pald altogother too dear for thefr
whistle, Asto the garrisouing of tho Ial-
knns, this Is & matter of such vital moment
tu Bussia that we are not surprised to hear
Lhat the Czar's Ambassador hes already lo-

slstod st Congtantinople that she Bullau's

troaty right %o post trogpe In the passcs

ﬂ#h Iy sbrogased.
Thus wo ape that the settlement of the
Roumellsn question, aven It it could be loasl-
izod, would not be by any means an easy 88
It looks. Let us assume, notwithstanding,
that Turkey, paralyzed by the knowledge of
her military disabloment, could be brought
to walve her right to defend her mountsin
barriers, and contont herself with an unsub-
stantlal promise that the Roumelian tribute
should st all events be pald. It would at
onee bo manifest that the area of disturb-
ance could not on sach terma bo limited.
For King M1uan, who has brokan no troaty
and who wns doalt with but stinglly at Bor-
lin, has a botter right than Prince ALEXAN-
DER to domand that his subjeots shall bo
grantod thelr historleal and ethnuloglenl
boundarles. The compensation that he
olalms might be looked for alther
on his eagtern or on his soulbern froutlor.
Tho Bervians bellave thomanlves morally en-
titled to Widdin and the wostern seotion of
the territory allottod by the Berlin Congress
to Bulgaria. Austria would naturally prefor
to see Hervian ambition take the direstion
just named, beeause King MrLaN's acqulsi-
ton of Bkopla and Pristina might obstruct har
own advanee from Novi-Bazar to Balonlea.
But connivance at the mutilation of Bulgaris
in tho Intorest of Bervia, which now pliantly
oboys overy lmpulse from Vienpa, could
senrcely be oxtorted from the Cear oxeept by
war. To secure anything at all, nccordingly,
Bervia must fight for it, and probably her
firet demonstrations would be ngainst Maeo-
donis, the queation of her ultimate galus
belug left to & congress,

Tha relations of tho States concorned scem
too tangled for diplomacy, aud a widespread
appreheusion that the kool must be cut by
war acoounts for the mobilization not only
of the Turkish, Bulgurian, Berviap, and
Greek forocs, but also of portions of the
Russian and Austrian armies, If Prince
ALEXANDER I8 to galn anythiug by the
Roumelian ineldent, King MiLAN must have
something too, or be dethyuned by hls awn
subjects. But he can hardly get anylhing
without a fight, while If Bervia moves, the
whole penlusula will rock as with an earth-

quake,

There have been political campalgna whore-
In it was diMeult for workingmen to tell which
candidate the more truly reprasented their In«
terests. Fortunataly, there can be no uncer-
talnty on that point In New York this fall. Gov.
Hroy has bean ons of the most outapoksn apd
painstakivg advoeates of the inlerests of labor
who lhns ever occupled the ehisl executive
ofon in this Biate. On the other haud Mr.
DavenvoRT distinotly represents the would-ba
arintocrats lu politics, who ehoss him for thelr
candidate becauns he was a millionalre, nnd
apon the shamolul assumption that the chief
thing neadful wan plenty of baodle,

The line botween thess two cavdidates is as
sharply drawo io this respect ns the most en-
thusiastio friend of labor could deslre, and
workingmen cannot now mistuke their ene-
mios lor Lhelr Irlunds,

A collislon like that of vesterday, when a
terryboat mn dowa a steam yacht in the Enast
River, Issomething that overybody who crosses
that narrow wtrait, or looks dows upon (s traf-
fe-burdened waters from the bridee, wondsra
does oot oecur almost dally.
